Our idea of‘a thrifty person these times is not. a 
‘pinched frosty kind of a man who wears a Gloomy Gus 
countenance and talks about hard times and the’ value 
of saving every dime. 

Rather it is that of cheerful, intelligent American 
citizen, who has a brain and who uses it. Such a man, 
reading of the conditions in this and other countries, 
talking with bankers and patriotic business men, study- 
ing the railroad congestion and the growing demands 
of our armies abroad, will come to the solidly based con- 
clusion that business cannot go on as usual and that he 
must help to see that it does not. , : 

Mr. Thoughtful Thrift, we will call him, will sub- 
scribe to the doctrine of Frank A. Vanderlip and Secre- 
tary McAdoo, the doctrine which John S. Drum, through 
the War-Savings Committee, is preaching in this State, 
that wasteful spending is the great ally of the Kaiser and 
that it is the one thing that is holding back this country 
from plunging its full resources into the conflict with 
the world enemy—the enemy of civilization. 

“Every time I spend a dollar,” Mr. Thoughtful Thrift 
will say to himself, “I put someone to work.” 

“Now the question is—shall I put that man to work 
supplying some pleasure or luxury for me—something 
that I can just as well do without, might better do with- 
out, or shall I put that labor at something useful to the 
Government, something to help in the financing of this 
war?” 

The result of, such plain thinking will be that Mr. 
Thoughtful Thrift will lend the Government his lux- 
ury money. He will put aside his full speuding powet 
until the war is over. But he will smile while doing it 
and thank his stars that he is able to serve in this way. 

The plain fact is that the United States cannot go 
on producing all the things the people demand before 
the war on top of all the things the Government is de- 
manding now. Confusion and ‘waste and<a general break- 
down will result if this attempt is continued, We must 
adopt simpler modes of living or hold back our country’s 
_- strength. Just in the proportion that the people demand 
~ labor and transportation t@ cater to their self indulgent 
habits will our ‘forces be held back from victory; 


‘THE AMERICAN SOLDIER IN FRANCE 


= There‘is no need for worry about the moral welfare of 
our boys in France. If “la belle France’ was ever a ser- 
ious moral peril to sojourning American vouth in the hale- 
yon times of peace, she is no longer, General Pershing, 
‘who ought to know if anvbody does, sets the matter 
straight in a letter to the governor of Kansas: 

“Never has a similar body of men led as clean lives 
as our American soldiers in France. Engaged in healthy, 
interesting exercise in the open aid with simple diets, of- 
ficers and men like trained athletes are ready for their 
tasks. 

“Forbidden the use of strong drink and protected by 
stringent regulations against sexual evils and supported 
by their own moral courage, their good behavior is the 
subject of most favorable comment, especially by our 
allies. ; ; 

“Ameérican mothers may rest assured their sons are a 
credit to them and to the nation, and they mav look for- 
ward to the proud day when on the battlefield’ those 
splendid men will shed a new luster on American man- 
hood.” 

When the city attempted to vote a bond issue some 
menths ago for the purpose of buying land for parks and 
playgrounds, the Record-Herald took the position that 
war time is a bad time 6 go intc debt and therefore the 
bonding matter should be postponed until after peace is 
declared by all the nations. The government of the 
United States is taking the same view of the case. Cali- 
fornia and all other states of the union are advised to de- 
fer road improvement and unnecessary expenditures of 
money until after the war, The idea is a sensible one. 

The United States, according to President Wilson’s 
message to congress yesterday, does not want to interfere 
with political matters in Europe only so far as they may 
menace the pgople of the United States and the other 
countries on this side of the Atlantic. But- we must have 
lasting peace and that is why hundreds of thousands of 
our boys are now over in France.

Hansen and John T. Delaney of the 
California Wholesale Potato Dealers’ 
Association. i 

The new maximum prices, effec- 
tive for ten days in San Francisco 
and the bay cities beginning today, 
follow: 

Two cents per pound in nundred| 
pound (sack) lots, 

“ Two and a quarter cents 
Pund in less than sack lots. 

The consumer had been paying 

between two and a half and three 
cents per pound in hundred pound 
lots, with the price in smaller quan- 
titles varying widely. 
_ Oregon and Nevada potatoes, ang 
fancy California brands, are not in- 
cluded in the agreement. These 
potatoes, which comprise but a small 
part of those consumed in this state,
